THE SODIUM PROCESS—WHO WAS ITS INVENTOR? 

Srr,—My attention has been drawn to an article in last week’s Journal, 
under the above heading, and in which an attempt is made to controvert 
Mr. Crookes’s right to be considered as the inventor of the sodium pro- 
cess in gold and silver amalgamation. The covert allusion to the disco- 
very of thallium may well be allowed to pass without notice, as that point 
has been long since settled; but the case is otherwise with regard to the 
sodium process. The writer of the article in question professes to cite 
dates, and points to them as showing that Dr. Wartz, and not Mr. Crookes, 
was the inventor, and calls upon the latter to give an explanation of the 
circumstances upon which his claim rests. As the patent agent who has 
acted for him since his first patent was applied for, and as having been en- 
gaged in the preparation of his specifications, I may be permitted to state 
some of the facts of the case. In so doing I will also refer to dates, and 
may observe that I believe Mr. Crookes was, previously to July, 1865, 
altogether ignorant of the existence of such a person as Dr. Wurtz, of New 
York. For upwards of six years prior to 1865 Mr. Crookes had been en- 
gaged in experiments having for their object the employment of metallic 
sodium in amalgamation; and, having sufficiently matured his process, he 
applied for a patent on February 11 in that year. In the course of the 
month of July, 1865, I was informed that the application which I had 
made for the American patent had been rejected, on the ground that Dr. 
Wurtz had already patented an invention which was substantially identi- 
cal with that of Mr. Crookes; and it then appeared that Dr. Wurtz had 
filed his application in November, 1864, and that his patent was allowed 
on Dee, 27, but was not issued until the following June, when thespecification 
became public. I should here also observe that the writer of the article 
in the Journal, in his anxiety to be exact, has given the date of Wurtz’s 
process as Dec. 27, 1864, and that of Crookes’s process as Aug. 12, 1865. 
The date which he gives as Aug. 12 should have been Aug. 11, and is 
the date of Mr. Crookes’s final specification, which was an amplification 
only of his provisional specification filed on Feb. 11, 1865, and long be- 
fore anything of Dr. Wurtz’s American patent was known in this coun- 
try. At the time Mr. Crookes’s fina: specification was filed no copy of 
Dr. Warts’s specification had reached this country. 

With regard to the insinuation of plagiarism, it is sufficient to say that 
Mr. Crookes can produce ample evidence, both documentary and oral, to 
show that in 1861 he gavea full written description of the sodium process, 
drawing attention to its value in amalgamating gold ores, toan American 
gentleman, for the express object of transmission to New York. How- 
ever, the disorganisation of trade, consequent on the outbreak of the Ame- 
rican war, prevented the publication at that time of his discovery in the 
United States. Itis, therefore, clearly impossible that Mr. Crookes should 
have appropriated the alleged invention of Dr. Wurtz, of which he had 
never heard, and the particulars of which ke could not possibly have known. 

It may not be unimportant to mention that Dr. Wurtz applied for an 
English patent in June last, which was successfully opposed by Mr. Crookes 
in the following October, when the Attorney-General allowed the patent 
to pass upon the condition that all which related to the use of sodium for 
gold and silver amalgamation should be struck out of the specification. 
The value of what remained of the patent applicable to the treatment of 
the other precious metals I leave for those acquainted with the subject to 
estimate. It is not my desire, however, in the least degree to detract from 
such merit as may appertain to Dr. Wurtz as an independent investigator, 
if the facts will support him in that character. The history of discovery 
abounds with analogous cases; but I cannot refrain, in the interests of 
science, from deprecating the indulgence in insinuations and inuendoes 
such as are evidently intended to be conveyed by the article which has 
called forth this communication.

THE LONDON INSTITUTION, 


S1r,—The London Institution, from some inherent defect in its system 
of management, or from the remarkable changes which the introduction 
of railways has caused among the residents of the Finsbury district, is in 
a languishing condition; in fact, the question has arisen as to whether it 
had not better be closed altogether as a scientific and literary establish- 
ment, and devoted to some commercial purpose. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, that this determination will not be arrived at without great conside- 
ration. In its day the institution has been of much service, and as it is 
the only one of the kind at the east end of London, vigorous attempts should 
be made to raise its falling fortunes, and to restore its pristine usefulness. 

A meeting of the proprietors is fixed for April 25, and then the vital 
point of its retention or abolition will be discussed. I trust that meeting 
will be fully attended, and that the opinions of the proprietary body will 
be freely expressed. It seems to me that with such admirable premises, 
80 magnificent a library, and an existing capital of at least 27,0002. in the 
funds, there is no reason to despair of its resuscitation. Under judicious 
management surely it would be possible to place the institution once again 
in the list of successful and valuable promoters of science and knowledge. 
The lectares given at present are for the most part of a dry and repellent 
character, and too little attention is paid to new discoveries of a scientific 
and practical kind. If these and some other weak points were strengthened, 
a new era, I verily believe would dawn upon the palatial building in Fins- 
bury, and we should not be called upon to regret its conversion into a 
railway station, as now appears probable. Pray, Sir, raise your powerful 
voice against such a desecration, and help to save the London Institution 
from ruin.— Zower-hill, April 19.

MECHANICAL CONTRIVANCES IN MINING. 

Srz,—In the report of the meeting of the Miners’ Association of Corn- 
wall and Devon, published in last week’s Mining Journal, it is stated 
that ‘“‘a favourable opinion of the principle of boring-machines as a means 
of economy in mining was expressed by Mr. Pike, but he said the feeling 
of mine agents was generally opposed to the introduction of such mecha- 
nical improvements,” but I trust there is some slight inaccuracy in the 
statement, for I believe no men are more ready than Cornish mine captains 
to adopt mechanical arrangements, provided there is a probability of their 
proving practical improvements. The Cornish mine captain does not 
study the science of mechanics from the books; and if you show him a 
mathematical formula, it is, generally speaking, totally incomprehensible 
to him, but let him see a machine, or the drawings and description of a 
machine, devised for mine work, and not only will he tell you at once 
whether it is better or worse than those now used; but the result, if the 
machine be tried, gives abundant proof of the accuracy of his judgment. 
Ask him why the machine will not succeed, and he will, probably, tell you 
—because it will not, without attempting to point out the defects; but his 
opinion once formed, it is difficult to alter it, and considering how rarely 
it is wrong, there is no reason that he should. But he is quite as ready 
to recognise a “kindly sort of thing,” and will see the advantages of in- 
ventions, although so crude as to require considerable modification in 
adapting them to practice. In fact, a Cornish mine captain rejects only 
those which are absolutely worthless. 

Now, there can be no doubt that in the present very depressed state of 
mining the adoption of mechanical contrivances, and, indeed, scientific im- 
provements generally, should be encourged to the greatest possible extent, 
and boring machines are certainly amongst the most useful that could be 
introduced; but a machine to ensure success must be cheap, portable, and 
easily worked; and it must, moreover, be not liable to get out of repair, 
and should be capable of adjustment, removal, and working by a single 
man; if two or more men be required, the machine is only fit to be used 
by London committeemen, and should never be takeninto amine. With 
regard to price, (say) 2. should in no case be exceeded, for one machine 
should be put in every end, and the price must, therefore, be low. Com- 
plications of every sort should be avoided, as such machines would have 
to bear rough usage, and to be repaired by ordinary smiths when out of 
repair. The mode of putting in the holes cannot be better than that now 
practised by hand labour; but if the borer can be struck 250 times per 
minute, instead of 25, the change would be of equal advantage to the 
working miner and to the mine adventurer. 

So much for improvements in getting theore. After it is at grass there 
is even greater room for improvement; not, perhaps, in the treatment of 
that actually sent to market, but in the rendering valuable of that now 
considered worthless. Four-fifths, if not more, of the ore now wrought is 
too poor to be worked to a profit with existing processes, and it is to this 
that attention should tarned. If this poor ¢ 1 50 as 
only to pay t! ing y ght 
could be so treated), it would remove aimost every mine in the two coun- 
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standards as low, or lower, than at present. It is poor ore that consumes 
the vitals of our progressive mines, but if this burden can be removed the 
profits of mining would be increased tenfold. But this must be a purely 
chemical question, and, therefore, it is useless to expect much improve- 
ment in this respect from the mine captains, but surely suggestions might 
be thrown out through the columns of the Mining Journal which they 
could avail themselves of —7ruro, April 17, J. BF. 
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COLLIERY EXPLOSIONS. 

S1r,—It will not be denied that great improvements are required in the 
ventilation of second and third class mines, as noticed in my former let- 
ters. Where the current of air is weak the accumulation of deleterious 
gases are almost certain to take place in a greater or less degree; and if 
those gases happen not to be of the explosive kind little attention is paid 
to them, so long as the men employed can breath. 

There are multitudes of cases of this kind of which the Inspectors can- 
not possibly take cognizance, and a few Sub-Inspectors would most cer- 
tainly be extremely useful. It is a question also well worth dissussing 
whether the Inspectors ought not to be given more summary powers in 
cases where palpable and gross mismanagement and carelessness is evident, 
so as to enable them to enforce promptly very necessary or urgent apply- 
ances for the improvement of works in such a position. 

The system of Mr. Williams is daily acted on, but in a more useful and 
practical way than by the mode he advocates, He uses iron pipes for the 
purpose of draining the goafs of gas, but the practical miner accomplishes 
this by means of drifts or galleries. The ventilation and drainage of a 
mine (of gas) is carried on by means of drifts and galleries, and in a well 
arranged mine the vitiated air and gas are constantly moving into the 
return passages. A current of air having once performed the duty of 


ventilating a moderate district is never allowed to enter other workings | 


for getting coal; and when a district (all the royalty being divided into 
districts, varying from 12 to 20 acres in extent) is once exhausted the 
roads into it are not, at least ought not to be, hermetically sealed, but pas- 
sages are left through them, or round them, in various ways, certainly so 
far as details are concerned, but the purposes being to drain and carry 
away the gases as formed. In some cases what are called ‘‘ dumb-drifts ” 
are provided for carrying currents much vitiated into the upcast shaft, 
without coming into contact with the ventilating furnace, where one is 
used. But this we hold to be very rarely necessary. It is, indeed, nearly 
practically impossible for the return current to explode at a furnace in a 
well ventilated colliery.—Vemcastle-on-Tyne, April 16. M. E.

I applied again accordingly, and was informed, to my surprise, that mean- 
time the engineer had resolved, mine being the first application made this 
year, not to grant any orders whatever this year, instead of giving them 
for the 5th and 20th of each month, as formerly. The insertion of this 
may, perhaps, save others a useless journey to Turin, like mine.

THE MINING DISTRICTS OF LAKE SUPERIOR. 


Sir,—In a previous communication [Journal, March 31] I intimated 
my intention of visiting and sending you a description of the Copper 
Falls Mine. This mine has since then attracted attention among mining 
men here, and, because it has proved an unexpected success, has quite 
revolutionised the ideas of notafew. Here, as in other countries, popular 
prejudice, or limited experience, point out certain conditions as necessary 
to the production of mineral. If the situation is not similar to some well- 
known mine, if the strata are not the same, or if the character of the vein 
is different, of course profitable results cannot be expected. Eminent 
miners condemned the Redrath district in Cornwall for copper; the 
knowing ones here never thought much of the Copper Falls, in both 
cases from the same reason. 

This property lies immediately north of the mineral range of Keweenaw 
county, and faces Lake Superior, being distant from the Lake shore 
14 mile. The range of greenstone that runs the length of the county 
instead of overlying—as in the principal mines—the metalliferous belts of 
strata here underlies them. This, and a very limited amount of work, 
done unsuccessfully, accounts for the generally received opinion that the 
veins this side the range were of no commercial value, and search for 
copper in them, until of late, has been thought useless. 

The first operations, commencing 1846, were unprofitable; subsequent 
explorations drew attention to the ‘‘ Ashbed,”—a metalliferous belt, tra- 
versing the region in line with the formation, dipping with it below the 
horizon, at an angle of 25°, and being about 20 ft. in width. It differs 
from the belts of amygdaloid in being more scoriaceous, and in contain- 
ing but little calcareous matter, but is undoubtedly as much an integral 
part of the formation as those belts. It produces a vast amount of native 
copper in stamps work, and occasionally a little barrel work, the metal 
being found in pieces, weighing from a few pounds down to the minutest 
particles. A fact worthy of notice is that the upper part or hanging-wall 
side of the bed is by far the richest, and in stoping it is seldom found ne- 
cessary to carry more than the 7 feet immediately under the overlying 
trap. I would like to account for this, but cannot offer an opinion on the 
subject. The adit level was driven south on the Owl Creek vein, for a 
distance of 1400 feet; at this point the Ashbed was intersected 120 feet 
perpendicularly deep from surface. Nothing worthy of notice being found 
in the vein for that length, the drivage on it was discontinued, and the 
opening of the Ashbed, until within a few months, engaged almost ex- 
clusive attention. ‘The workings on it are about 1200 ft. in length, being 
extended 1000 ft. east of the point of intersection at the adit, and 200 ft, 
west of the principal shaft; an incline is sunk to the 60 fm. level, and that 
level opened for a length of 550 ft. The levels, winzes, and stopes are of 
a uniform character, the Ashbed always producing more or less copper, 
though varying, of course, in richness. A vast amount of ground has 
been taken away; to form an idea in fathoms of how much is out of the 
question, one sees that acres of it are gone. An occasional pillar is left 
standing, but I do not remember noticing a stick of timber put in to sup- 
port the ruof, which is firm in the extreme. 

During the past year the average force employed stoping upon it 
amounted to 59 men per month; the amount of solid fathoms stoped 
monthly 156, the average price being $23 per fathom. ‘The reserves 
have increased, there being ground enough open to employ 100 men 
stoping for two years. In drifting on the Ashbec, the Owl Creek vein 
was struck at the 40, rich for copper. Drifting south on its course was 
soon coramenced; a winze was sunk to the 60, the 20 opened, and in six 
months over 200 tons of copper taken ont. The vein under, or south of 
the Ashbed, is 9 ft. wide, dipping at asmall angle from the perpendicalar 
east, and carries two well-defined walls, In composition it is chiefly an 
agglomeration of fragments of various rocks, cemented together by cal- 
careous spar, and carries for its whole width large and small masses of 
native copper. The 40 is opened on this vein for 250 feet south of the 
Ashbed, the drift being still rich, with every prospect of a continuance, 
the stratum being a congenial trap. For the six months ending Feb. 28, 
the ground moved at the 40 on this vein produced 1666 lbs. of copper per 
cubic fathom; the 60 is better yet. 

Only a small proportion of your readers have had the privilege of going 
into a mine producing native copper. In going through the 40 here I 
noticed that the drift has been tarned from one-side of the vein to the 
other, so as to get clear of masses that are too big to move until the ground 
is stoped over or under the level. Horns of copper, weighing from a few 
pounds to a few hundreds, stick out in every direction. In going through 
the stopes for several feet, possibly, but little may be seen, and then you 
run against pieces of a ton weight. The night before I visited the mine, 
two weeks ago, one blast threw down a mass of 12 tons; it lay in the 
level, waiting to be cut before it could be moved, almost pure copper, and 
might be valued at over 30 cents per pound—quite a sampling in itself for 
a small mine. When this vein is properly opened this mine will be 
among the first on Lake Superior. The hoisting through the principal 
shaft is performed by a 10-in. cylinder-engine fixed at the adit level, the 
smoke being carried up through an old shaft. ‘The railway tracks in the 
different levels are connecte! with those in the shaft by turntables and 
gates These, a n, are co i complica yf switches 
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wagons, The capacity of the engine and road for discharge irt i 
equal to 200 tons per day. ilisaheaee 
The stamps in use on this property are Ball’s patent; there are three of 
this description on Lake Superior, and one in California; perhaps not an- 
other in the world. Four heads are erected, but more than two are seldom 
employed together. The crushing power of these is astonishing; during 
the last year two heads stamped, in one month, 3500 tons of dirt, and not 
the softest of that. The principle on which the machinery is erected ig 
only new in being applied to stamping, for it is precisely the same as that on 
which the steam-hammer works. The head looks like a huge pestle work- 
ing in an equally huge mortar. The cylinder of the engine is inverted over 
a large cylindrical mortar about 4 ft. in diameter, and of the same depth 
The head works in this, and is attached to the stem by a set-off, which 
throws the centre of the head about a foot outside the centre of the mor- 
tar, so that in revolving, which it does, the head never strikes a blow on 
the same spot. Stem or lifter, and head combined, weighs about 25 cwts, 
and is connected directly with the piston-rod of the engine. The stroke 
is about 18 in., and 92 blows are struck per minute; these are accelerated 
in force and speed by the pressure of steam. To keep the dirt from flying 
over the mortar, a cast-iron cover, with stuffing-box fitted, is placed over 
it; the screen, or grate, through which the stuff is discharged is pierced 
| with 4-in. holes: 70 tons of stuff per head per day is ordinary stamping, 
The produce of copper from the Ashbed is about 1 per cent. of the stuff 
crushed, and amounts from that source for two heads to about 32 tong 
monthly.— Keweenaw County, Michigan, March 26. Miner,

PEMBROKESHIRE SLATES. 


| S1r,—If it will be any satisfaction to your correspondent, “‘ Cambrian,” 
I beg to inform him that the fire-proof quality of the Sealyham slates was 
well known to me some 20 years since. When I worked that quarry, I 
heated them to redness in my smith’s fire, and even bent them when hot. 
I sent acargo of them to Merthyr Tydvil, and some of them were used over 
those parts uf the ironworks where the North Wales slates always split 
and crack. My slate stood all the heat, and neither cracked or split, and 
I think would soon have superseded the pantile. which is used for very 
hot roofs, but, unfortunately, they were all crooked, and very few could 
be obtained from the quarry above 12 or 14 inches square that would lie 
well on a roof, so they did not take, and there being no railway to that 
quarry I was obliged to abandon the speculation. 

When I leased the quarry the South Wales Railway Company had let 
the contract for a line through this slate ground, and had this line been 
carried out I think the quarry would have paid well. I experimented on 
the Aberidtly slabs, on the sea coast between Fishguard and St. David’s, 
and also upon those of the Rev. Thos. Martin, and did not find them to be 
fire-proof. That gentleman produced some first-rate looking slate, and 
cut some of the largest sizes, but they were too soft to stand long carriage; 
and though I think he did his best to make his quarry pay, he did not 
succeed,— April 16.

LIQUIDATION IN THE STANNARIES COURT. 
OLD WHEAL NEPTUNE. 


Sm,—lIn last week’s Journal a letter appeared, signed ‘ A Creditor,” 
in which he makes sundry statements that demand a reply. I imagine 
that “ A Creditor’s”’ experience is but limited as regards Cornish mining, 
or he, probably, would have been better acquainted with the nature and 
object of the Stannaries Court, and that it exists as a protective institu- 
tion to creditors of companies winding-up, and that it does not interfere 
with the voluntary winding-up of companies, unless called upon by the peticion of one 
or more of the creditors to afford its protection and aid, as in the case of this mine. Mr, 
Polkinghorne was appointed liquidator in Cornwall, by the Court,as one well acquainted 
with the necessary details and circumstances of the winding-up of mines, which, by the 
way, is different in ite nature to the winding-up of mercantile houses in towns. Much 
valuable time was iost $m consequence of Mr. Josiah Harris possessing the right of pre- 
emption in the purchase of the mine and machinery, and failing to fulfil his engage- 
ments with the liquidators. The Stannary Court did not invest him with that right, 
buat the company did, and the Court cannot, therefore, be chargeable with such loss of 
time. “A Creditor” is in error in stating that “ the liquidator representing the share- 
holders appears to have been studiously ignored.” On thecontrary, he has been through- 
out properly respected,and his advice and sanction sought on all matters of any moment, 
in proof of which abundant evidence could be given if necessary. It may not be sur- 
prising that the London solicitors and liquidator should not yield a cordial assent to any 
of the proceedings, as their desire seems to have been to manage matters in accordance 
with their own ideas, and independent of the Court, but this mode of procedure could 
not be permitted. No doubt the Registrar knows how best to proteed in this matter, 
and has, as is the case with Mr. Polkinghorne, but one object in view—to make the 
most of the property, and satisfy the just d ds of all clai ts. And althoogh an 
unforeseen delay has been occasioned, by reason of the present extraordinary depression 
in mining. Yet no opportanity has been neglected by the liquidator in Cornwall, nor 
will be neglected, to obtain the utmost for the company’s property, and bring this trou- 
blesome business to a fair and satisfactory termination.

Antigoria and 
the Vallanzasca—brought out under precisely the same auspices, and 
Girected by the same executive—but not the same brokers—obtained a quotetion with- 
out the least hesitation, although the same clauses existed, and not in import only, but 
in actual words. To those who are not quite so familiar as myself with the manner in 
which such questions as these are dealt with by the Committee, and whoare not aware 
what direct influences are sometimes bronght to bear, such a proceeding would, doubt- 
leas—as you stated last week—be regarded as anomalous, and altogether inconsistent 
with their previous proceedings. And so it really is, for either the Committee were ig- 
norant of the existence of the now objected to clauses in the Val Antigoria and Vallian- 
zasca Companies, or an injastice has been done to the Pestarena Company—at least, 
needless trouble has been occasioned. My only object in calling attention to these facts 
is that they may be freely discussed at the special meeting that will be convened for the 
purpose of considering the clause to which objection has been taken.

Naturally enough, those 
who had speculatively sold at a low price, and “ closed” at a higher, used every fair, 
and in some cases, I regret to say, unfair, means to prevent a special settling-day being 
obtained. In this they, of course, succeeded, the ground upon which the refusal was 
based being that the Articles of Association vested the directors with power to increase 
the capital of the company. A special meeting was subsequently convened for the pur- 

| pose of rescinding that article and substituting another, by which the capital could not 
be increased without the special tion of the sharehold 
| At that meeting the Chairman (Mr. Mollett) distinctly stated that the clause which 
had proved so objectionable to the Committee of the Stock Exchange in the case of this 
company was not only common in Articles of Association, but was actually adopted by 
| some companies which had obtained special settiing-days; and further, that the direc- 
tors bad never intended to exercise the power therein vested without the sanction of 
the shareholders, should more capital be required, which they fally believed would not 
be the case. Up to this junctare in the history of the company the directors, s0 far as 
| I have been able to ascertain, had done everything in keeping with their high and un- 
1 hable fal integrity, and, as I consider, had falthfally discharged thelr 
duties as trustees of the shareholders. At the meeting, however, to which I have 
already referred, held about September last, the directors gave a distinct pledge that if 
the Stock Exchange Committee should not grant a quotation in the Official List—the 
t bject in view by the repeal of the Article—the shareholders should be at once 
consulted as tothe propriety of an entire re-conatitution of the company. 
it ig within my knowledge that the non-falfilment of this distinct pledge has brought 
ach disfavour upon the directors, causing many large shareholders, otherwise strenuous 
regard certain circumstances in a somewhat different aspect 
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to that which they were wont todo. At the general meeting, to be held in a few days» 
the reply of the directors will, no doubt, be that important negociations have been for 
some time pending, having for their object an amalgamation with three or four other 
large companies, and what they had done was purely in the interest of the shareholders ; 
indeed, this is shadowed forth in the circular just published, in which the directors state 
that * they have continued their efforts to effect a’combination for the re-constitution 
of the company, and that they are happy to state that they have at length made such 
arrangements as will carry out the object in view, and will, they trust, be satisfactory 
to the shareholders. These arrangements, they feel assured, will be matured in time 
to enable the directors to submit the proposals to the forthcoming general meeting.” 
However laudable it may have been for the directors to “ continue their efforts to effect 
a combination for the re-constitution of the company,” it is not in accordance with the 
promise they gave the shareholders at the special meeting, and but for which the ob- 
jectionable Article of Association would not have been repealed, and the re-constitution 
or dissolving of the company would have been at once determined upon, The resalt of 
this app t unpard le inaction is embodied in the following statement :—* That 
as the arrangements proposed will not immediately place the company in funds to meet 
the requirements of the works, as the directors had hoped, it will be necessary that the 
call, of which the first instalment {s payable on the 21st inst., should be duly met by 
the shareholders.” 

It becomes a question whether, taking all the circumstances into consideration, the 
directors have any equitable ground for making any cali, the more especially when it 
is remembered that the shareholders only consented to the course suggested by the di- 
rectors to afford them an opportunity of re-applying for a quotation in the Official List. 
These are points which shareholders have a right to be informed upon, and which must

PRACTICAL PUDDLING. 

About 30 years ago pig-iron makers found out that by using hot-blast 
and raw coal they could put ore in the furnace that contained 40 per cent. 
of iron, and bring much more out in yield, therefore they must reduce the 
silica and other foreign matter which goes down into the hearth and com- 
bines with iron. Ever since that time malleable iron manufacturers have 
been struggling to invent furnaces and machines to oxidise and wash that 
foreign matter out before they can make good finished iron. 

It has been ascertained that 11 cwts. ot water goes through the blast- 
furnace every 12 hours in summer time, when the weather is warm; and 
as water contains 8-9ths of oxygen, we have to put extra carbon in the 
blast-furnace to fight against that as well as the oxygen in theore. I have 
seen iron come from a blast-furnace to a forge for five and six months, 
The iron was always about the same in quality, therefore the puddlers 
knew the best method of working it, and what quantity of cinder each 
heat required. 

One night a very severe frost set in; the air became dry, and little mois- 
ture went through the blast-furnace. The manager still kept putting the 
same quantity of coal in the blast-furnace, and as the carbon had no water 
to fight against, it reduced the silica and other foreign matter in large 
quantities. The manager said the furnace never yielded better since it 
was built. When that iron came to the forge it destroyed every furnace 
in two days, It ran through the bottoms into the ash-pit, burnt the pud- 
dlers’ tools, the men could not find half cinder euough to boil it, the pud- 
dlers gave over work, and let out the furnaces, after burning 30 or 40 tons 
of coal to light them up. These are the losses that masters are frequently 
subjected to through this hot-blast and boiling-system. I was in an iron- 
work last week, where the puddlers were using from 15 to 20 cwts. of cal- 
cined ironstone to every ton of iron they made, and about 2 cwts. of scrap 
in repairing the bottom. 

My system of iron-making will do away with all these losses entirely; 
and it is nothing more than the old ‘ranning out” fire. If every forge- 
master would put up a refinery, and send all his pig-iron through it, it 
would cost him about 15s. per ton. I have heard finery men offer to find 
their own coke and labour for 7s. per ton, and the loss in yield is about 7s. 
more. When that refined iron comes to the puddler, he will make 2 cwts. 
to the ton more yield, and as— : 

Paddied bars are worth 61. per ton, these are worth .... £012 0 
No fettling required, and take the trade through ...... 010 0 
No scraps required for bottom .. eo @2 
Puddlers’ wages less per ton.. 010 
Less coal Wanted ...0-sceeeccseeess . 0 2 O=£1 7 0 

The puddlers’ tools, instead of lasting three days, would last three weeks; 
the furnace would last two or three years, where it does not last three 
months in boiling grey iron; the puddler can make 30 ewts. of bars in the 
same time, and with the same quantity of coal, as it takes him to make 
1 ton from grey pig. 

Masters are paying 20s, and 30s. per ton for iron ore just for the sake 
of the oxygen it contains; at the same time, they may have any quantity 
of oxygen out of the atmosphere for nothing. Lowmoor and Bowling still 
keep working on this system, and the quality of their iron needs no comment. 

It refined iron is judiciously puddled, and the cyanogen retained, nothing 
can surpass the finished iron in quality. I have made wire from it that 
stood the test equally with the best charcoal wire iron. I have made 
puddled steel from it that went into the market as cast-steel, and gave 
good satisfaction. 

If the pig-iron went through the finery and did not yield well, the blast- 
furnace manager would get the blame, where the poor puddler gets it all 
now. Masters and men would be always on good terms where they are 
always at enmity now; and, the best of all is, the iron would be good when 
it gets into the market.—Clayten, Manchester. W. Corserr.

_ Pumps as Proreciers ror Steam Surps.—Some ten years since the 
invention of an improved system of propulsion, by Messrs. Ruthven, of 
Glasgow, was announced in the Mining Jowrnal, and it was stated that 
vessels provided with the improved propeller worked very satisfactorily — 
the Albert, which was used on one of the rivers of Germany, and a Scotch fishing boat. 
It is only now, however, that the superiority of the propeller is securing general recog- 
nition; and the experiments recently made on the Thames must ensure the general 
adoption of the invention. The Nautilus, to which the power has been applied, was 
balit expressly to show that it can with less horse-power than ordinary river boats equal 
them in speed. She ran between Vauxhall and Westminster bridges with the wind and 
tide in 4 minutes 26 seconds, and against in 8 minutes 22 seconds, being at the rate of 
13°5 and 7'2 miles per hour respectively, or at an average speed of 10°35 miles per hour— 
say 1044. She then steamed down the river, and when off the Tunnel pier, with both 
Strong wind and tide in her favour, going at full speed, was made to stop suddenly by 
reversing the valves. She stopped dead in less than ten seconds,and in about a quarter 
of her length. Her Majesty’s iron-clad gunboat Waterwitch, now being built, is to be 
fitted with the new propeller, which is nothing more nor less than water taken in under 
her bottom, and sct in motion by simple machinery worked by a steam-engine. The water 
is discharged in a heavy stream on both sides of the vessel ; consequently there is no- 
thing outside the vessel to be injured by any accident. Another important novelty is 
that the vessel is quite independent of her radder, and is worked under the complete 
Control of the master, officer of {he watch, or man on deck, without any communication 
with the engine,

PETROLEUM 


A series of carefully-conducted experiments made at the 
Morgan Ironworks, New York, with a view of ascertaining 
the value of petroleum as fuel, has been reported upon by Col. 
Julius W. Adams, engineer. He states that the object of the 
experiments was to elucidate the principles and methods used 
by Mr. Simon Stevens, the chief feature of which is the burn- 
ing of the hydrocarbons in combination with jets of steam. 
The difficulty hitherto, he observes, in attempting to burn the 
crude petroleum has been that the imperfect combustion alone 
attainable by the means in use has resulted in great waste of 
the material, as shown by the dense smoke which invariably 
accompanied all attempts to burn it in a confined space. This 
and the difficulty of regulating the feed have hitherto pre- 
vented a successful application of this material as a fuel in the 
generation of steam in boilers. It has occasionally been ac- 
complished on a small scale, but no experiments have exhi- 
bited anything like the requisite command of the material in 
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feeding the fire, or certainty in its use as a fuel. This remark 
is made in full knowledge of what has been accomplished ia 
this direction by Messrs. Linton and Shaw, as well as by Mr. 














Richardson in England. This difficulty has, he thinks, been 
successfully overcome in the experiments referred to, and the 
crude petroleum, without other fuel than the chips for kindling 
the fires, has been burnt daily under a marine boiler, in a 








course of experiments extending from the month of May last 








(the report being dated Oct. 15), and proves more manage- 








able, more under the control of the fireman, and developes an 
amount of heat greater than any fuel withwhich he is acquainted. 

Mr. George W. Quintard, of the Morgan Ironworks, hav- 
ing offered the use of a marine boiler for the experiments, 
the apparatus was applied to it, without regard to any dis- 
proportion which might exist between the two; further ex- 
periments being needed, in order to determine their precise 
relative dimensions. The experiments thus far have not ex- 


























tended beyond the determination of the fact that petroleum 
may be used with great facility as a fuel under steam-boilers 
by a single fireman of ordinary intelligence. No minute ana- 
lysis has been made of its comparative economy—the results 
thus far being regarded as merely general; but 

from the results herewith shown, we will be enabled 7 

to determine how far the experiments sustain the 
claim they have advanced of having successfully 
applied this material to steam-boilers. 

The boiler used was an internal flue and return 
fire-tube one, the shell measuring 13 ft. 9 in. in 
length by 6 ft. in diameter, with a grate-surface of 
35 square feet; contents about 1500 gallons of water 
to the level of 6 in. above the upper line of tubes. 
There were three flues in the boiler, the centre one, 
P, of 16 inches diameter, and the other two, Z2, of 
12 in. diameter. The boiler was not set as repre- 
sented in figures 1, 2, 3, which is the method re- 
commended, but rested merely on three walis of 
the dimensions of the furnace walls. There were 
five rows of 2} in. fire-tubes, as shown in figure 2, 
being 75 tubes in all; the back connection being 
15 in. by 3 ft. 5 in., and the smoke stack 30 in. in 
diameter. The boiler was unclothed. Fig. 1 re- 
presents the plan of the furnace, showing the ar- 
rangements of the retort or mixer and the oil and 
steam-tubes, Fig. 2 is a cross section of the boiler 
through the furnace, and fig. 3 is a longitudinal 
section through the centre of the boiler and furnace. 
The same letters refer to the same parts in the 
several figures. 

The fire-bars were removed, and in their place 
a coil of f-in. wrought-iron pipe, A, was inserted, 
the total length of pipe in the coil being 23 ft.; at 
the back, directly across the furnace, a wrought- 
iron tube, ZB, or retort, 5 in. in diameter, and closed 
at both ends, was placed, with a short tube, C, of 
2 inches diameter immediately in front of it. Into 
this latter tube (which communicates with the re- 
tort) one end of the coil is inserted, and the other 
end, D, passing out of the furnace-door, commu- 
nicates with the reservoir of oil, being in this case the cask in which it 
was brought to market. The flow of oil is regulated by a stop-cock, M, 
placed near the furnace-door. Some 8 in. under the coil of pipe lie ten 
1-in. wrought-iron tubes, JV, closed at one end, the other end inserted into 
the retort; these tubes lie parallel to each other, and are 2 ft. 3 in. in length, 
and into each of them is tapped nine cast-iron burners, /, with 1-16th inch 
opening, making in all 90 burners. An inch above the plane of the coil 
a wrought-iron pipe, G, proceeds direct from the short tube in front of the 
retort into which the coil is inserted to the furnace-door, and thence to the 
steam space of a small auxiliary boiler; a branch, with proper valves, X, 
connects this pipe with the steam space of the main boiler, the flow of 
steam being also regulated by a stop-cock, H, placed in the vicinity of the 
furnace-door, near the oil cock, 

The water in the boiler being cold (60°), at fifteen minutes past two P.M., 
some billets of pine wood and shavings, weighing about 12 lbs., being 
placed upon the coil, near the furnace-door, were lighted, and the door par- 
tially closed; after an interval of fifteen minutes the oil-cock, M/, was gra- 
dually opened; which permitted a flow of oil from the reservoir through 
the coil, simultaneous with which, or a little later, the steam-cock, H, 
was opened, which conveyed steam of about 20 lbs. pressure from the aux- 
iliary boiler, through the heated steam-pipe, , above the coil, to the re- 
tort or mixer, B, where combining with the vapour of oil from the coil it 
passes into the straight pipes, WV, under the coil, and is fired at the burners, 
F. The flame was vivid and intense, regulated in its force by the relative 
flow of oil and steam, and was entirely under the control of the fireman, 
who, at his pleasure, could reduce the flame to the flicker of an expiring 
lamp, or extend it by a single movement to a volume filling the large flues 
and furnace with its flame. No smoke or unpleasant smell was percepti- 
ble, and the combustion was complete and entirely manageable. Steam, 
at atmospheric pressure, was raised in the boiler in twenty-nine minutes 
from the time of admission of oil into the coil. No measure was taken in 
this experiment of the amount of water evaporated, the apparatus not being 
considered as properly proportioned to exhibit the economical value of the 
fuel, and the experiment terminated in about one hour by closing the oil- 
cock, 1/—and the fire was out. 

The analysis of this experiment may be shown as follows:—As this ex- 
periment only exhibited the weight of oil which, consumed under the 
boiler, raised a given quantity of water from a temperature of 60° to the 
boiling point, it is requisite for a comparison with the known effects of an- 
thracite coal, to show the proportionate amount of oil which would be ne- 
cessary to convert this same bulk of water into steam of the atmospheric 
pressure, or the weight of water which a pound of this fuel will convert 
into steam. Making the proper allowance for the pine wood in lighting 
the fires, the weight of oil consumed in the experiment was 60 lbs.; the 
contents of the boiler was 200 cubic feet at a temperature of 60°, which 
was heated by this weight of oil to the boiling point=212°, so that 425 lbs. 
is the weight of oil which would convert the contents of the boiler into 
steam at the atmospheric pressure, giving 29°33 lbs., as the weight of 
water at a temperature of 60°, which will be converted into steam by 1 Ib. 
of oil. Taking 8°16 as the weight of water at 60°, converted into steam 
of atmospheric pressure by 1 1b. of anthracite coal, and comparing this re- 
sult with that above shown for the product of the combustion of oil, it 
is found that the evaporating power of the two fuels is in favour of the 
oil, in the ratio of 29:33 to 8°16, or 3°6 to 1 weight for weight, the coal 
and the oil occupying about the same space for a given weight. That is 
to say, a cubic foot of coal, as stowed aboard ship, will weigh about the 
same, or a little less, than a cubic toot of oil, the first weighing from 43 to 
52 Ibs., and the latter about 54 Ibs. to the cubic foot. . , 

Colonel Adams concluded by observing that further experiments, with 
improved apparatus, will be necessary in order to determine the precise 
economic value of this fuel in comparison with coal, but the advantages of 
the oil as a fuel for marine engines may be briefly summed up as fol- 
lows:—Rapidity with which steam may be raised—rejuced dimensions of

effected by feeding the fuel through a pipe into the furnace, thereby pre- 
venting the great loss of heat in the furnace every time a fresh supply of 
coal is thrown on, and the rush of cold air upon the opening of the furnace- 
doors—the freedom from smoke, cinder, ash, or refuse of any kind, which 


in coal reaches from 7 to over 16 per cent. of the whole amount. In the 
ability to command a forced fire almost instantly, without a forced draught, 
which, under some circumstances at sea, is of vital importance. In dis~ 
pensing with the numerous class of coal heavers, stokers, &c., and all the 
inconvenience of raising clinkers and ash from the furnace rooms; and, 
finally, the diminished space occupied in the storage of the fuel. 








How was Perroteum Formep?—Prof. Wilbur, of Hamilton, Canada 
West, in a recent lecture stated that his idea was that oil had been formed 
from marine vegetation, just as coal had been formed from that of land. 
Every coal bed had clay below and slateabove. ‘There was a certain uni- 
formity in the conditions under which coal was formed, which pointed to a certain uni- 
formity of process in its formation, and to one great epoch in the geological time when 
it was formed. Peat was at first formed, and this afterwards became coal. Few persons 
had any adequate idea of the immense growth of seaweeds in the depths of the ocean, 
It had been shown that seaweeds had in their composition a large amount of oily, car- 
bonaceous matter. After their term of growth was fulfilled they became detached, 
floated off, and finally sunk to the bottom. Now, it was a received opinion among geo- 
logists that this portion of the North American continent had once been the bed of a 
salt water ocean. The ocean floor,as they must remember, was not level by any means, 
bat had throughout its whole extent deep hollowsand rising ridges. It was, of course, 
in these deep hollows that these seawved deposits would find their last resting place, 
after long tossing about in the waves and ocean currents. Inthis way it would come 
to pass that they would not be evenly distributed over the bottom, but only in those 
hollows or pockets. Meanwhile the deposits of solid stratified rock, or what afterwards 
became such, was going on, and after untold ages these masses of seaweed became covered 
to various depths. He considered it no very unr ble or ientific supposition, 
that these masses of oily, carbonaceous matter should, under the circumstances, take the 
form of vil, of a liquid hydrocarbon. They had seen that oil existed in and was distilled 
from coal, which was conceded to be the remains of terrestial vegetation. There was, 
therefore, nothing violent in te supposition that petroleum, so exactly like coal oil in 
its properties, bas been formed from marine vegetation. The vegetabie origin of both, 
he contended, was indubitab'e. But further, it so happened that the Devonian rocks 
which contained theee deposits, were siso the rocksin which salt was found, in immense 
subterranean reservors of brine, now condensed or saturated far beyond the saltiness of 
theocean. These twe deposits, oil and sait, were thus brought closely together in point 
of geological time. The salt was allowed to be an ocean deposit, and if so the inference 
was fair that the oil was one also. Although of a different nature, and formed in a dif- 
ferent way, it had been laid down about the same time, that was when this section of 
the country was an ocean bed. He considered this to be very strong proof that petro- 
leum was, as he had said, the product of immense deposits of marine vegetation. 








Tin AND TeRNE PiLates.—An invention has been patented by Mr. J. 
J. Jenkins, of Swansea, which relates to certain improvements in the manu- 
facturevof tin and terne plates, whereby greater saving of the coating metal 
employed is effected than by the methods hitherto used. He proposes to 
apply in the trough or vessel containing the grease and tin or terne metal a pair of ver- 
tical rollers, set in adjustable bearings, and in a frame or biock, which is inserted in a 
slot formed by vertical projecting guides fixed in the interior of the trough; above these 
rollers and extending to the end of the trough a pair of horizontal rollers are arranged 
in such a manner as to take bearings on the top of the vertical frame or biock in sliding 
journals, in order that they may be tightened up when necessary by a screw passing 
through the sides of the trough and the bearings. The other extremities of these rollers 





areheld by a pair of journals supported by a projection of the upper portion of the trough, 
so as to leave the interior end of the trough flush with the cylindrical portions of the 
rollers, and a similar tightening screw is here applied. The shaft of one of these rollers 
extends beyond and outside the trough, so as to receive a crank or pulley for the driv- 
ing motion. On each shaft just within the trough a pinion is keyed, and these pinions 
gearing together, the motion of one shaft actuates the otherin a reverse direction. The 
opposite extremity of the driving roller is provided beyond the bearing with a mitre 
wheel, which gears into a oorresponding wheel keyed horizontally on the top of one of 
the vertical rollers, and these being provided with pinions below their lower bearings, 
it will follow that they also will rotate reversely. The other portion of the trough is 
provided with a grate, the level of which corresponds with the lowest part of the rollers, 
and the plate to be treated is to be let down thereon and inserted laterally between the 
nip of the vertical rollers, which then immediately draw it underneath the horizontal 
rollers and over a lifting grate, the attachments to which are brought upwards and be- 
tween the sides of the trough and the rollers; then by means of a crank handle the 
grate is slightly elevated, and the plate isin turn inserted into the nip or bite of the 
horizontal rollers, and is thus lifted out of the trough. Tightening screws are to be ap- 
plied to the vertical rollers in the same manner as those before described, and it is ob-

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ReMARKS.—The somewhat less warlike tone of affairs in Germany, and 
the hope that, after all, war may not take place between Austria and 
Prussia, has had the effect of calming in a great measure the late excite- 
ment in the Money Market, and causing matters again to flow in their usual 
course; and although little or no effect has been produced in commercial 
affairs, yet the prospect of a settlement of the dispute in Germany without 
recourse to arms will be hailed with satisfaction by all engaged in mer- 
cantile operations, as war between any of those countries with which we 
are commercially related is sure to have a prejudicial effect upon trade 
generally. We trust, therefore, that the prospect of peaceful counsels pre- 
vailing will be realised. The Metal Market has, upon the whole, been 
rather quiet during the week, though we still think it is in an improving 
condition, and that we shall soon find a marked changed for the better take 
place. The failures which are, however, reported, both here and in Liver- 
pool, will have a tendency to retard the improvement for awhile, and pre- 
vent some metals from recovering from the downward course which has 
now been taking place in them for some time. 

Coppser.—We have still to report a considerable amount of flatness in 
this metal. The demand is very moderate, and unless it should improve 
a decline in fixed rates is not unlikely, especially as sales are still effected 
under the official quotations. 

Iron.—In Staffordshire, there are a few more orders for finished iron, 
but many of the ironmasters have a difficulty in keeping their works in 
full operation. There is, however, less hope of a reduction in the price 
of pig-iron, and in fact many of the makers of finished iron have made 
extensive purchases at the present high rates. No doubt the present ex- 
traordinary rise in Scotch pigs has had the effect of checking the importa- 
tion into South Staffordshire of the hematite and Cleveland iron, but, in 
fact, stocks of pig-iron in South Staffordshire are particularly low just 
now.

EXxHAvsTION OF OUR CoaL Fre.Lps,—It will be gratifying to all con- 
nected with the coal trade to learn that the Government contemplates no 
interference with their interests, notwithstanding the clamour of the 
alarmists that our coal is so nearly gone that the days of our commercial 

rosperity are numbered. In the House of Commons last night Mr. Lid- 
dell asked the Secretary of State for the Home Department “‘ whether the 
attention of the Government had been directed to the rapid exhaustion of 
our coal fields; whether they were in possession of accurate information 
upon the subject which they were prepared to lay upon the table of the 
House; and, if not, whether they were prepared to direct that farther 
scientific research be made into this vitally important subject?” In reply 
to which Sir George Grey stated that ‘‘the Government itself did not 
possess any definite information on the subject. He remarked that a 
statement had recently been published by the Geological Society, and 
said that he did not think it necessary for the Government to prosecute 
the enquiries further.” It is difficult to conceive that any more satisfac- 
tory answer could have been given, since the important discoveries which 
have been made during the past few years, demonstrating the existence of 
coal in districts in which it had not previously been seen or wrought 
should not only remove the impression that all the coal fields which exis 














in the United Kingdom are now known, but should also be a sufficient 
stimulas to enterprise throughout the large district embraced within the 
southern counties of England, the facts connected with which give fair 
promise of exploratory works being crowned with success, 

Forest oF DgeaN.—The Government tenders for the Crown bark in 
the Forest of Dean, were opened on Wednesday last, at the Offices of 
Woods, in Whitehall-place, before the Chief Commissioner, the Hon. J. 
K. Howard. None of the tenders being up to the office minimum, not 
any of the lots were sold. We understand the offers were a trifle under 
last year’s prices, although the localities of the “strip” on this occasion 
ought to have commanded 5s. per ton over the quotations realised in 1865. 


Mr. J. S. Mitt oN THE Coat Qvestion.—In his speech on the Malt 
Tax, in the House of Commons, on Tuesday, Mr. J. Stuart Mill said—“ The termina- 
tion of our coal supplies, though always certain, has always, until lately, appeared so 
distant, that it appeared quiteunnecessary for the present generation to occupy itself 
with the question. (Hear, hear.) The cause of that was that we had calculated upon 
the then rate of consumption; but the fact now is that our consumption of coals 
increases with such extraordinary rapidity from year to year that the probable exhaus- 
tion of our supplies is no longer a question of centuries, but of generations. (Hear, 
hear.) I hope there are many hon. members in this House who are acquainted with a 
small volume written by Mr. Stanley Jevons, entitled “‘ The Coal Question ;” and it ap- 
pears tome that Mr. Jevons’s treatment of the subject is almost exhaustive, for he 
seems to have anticipated everything which it is possibie to be sald against the conclu- 
ston at which he has arrived, and to have answered it; and that conclusion is, that if 
the present rate of consumption of coal continues, three generations at the most, or very 
possibly a very shorter period, will leave no workable coal nearer to the surface than 
4000 ft. in depth ; and that depth will entirely put it out of the power of the country 
to compete in manufactures with the richer coal fields of other countries. I think, 
then, that if there be anyone in this House, or out of it, who knows anything that will 
invalidate these conclusions of Mr. Jevons it wili be right of bim to come forward and 
make it known, I have myself read various attempts to answer Mr. Jevons, but I 
must say that everyone, admitting the truth of everything said, has only made out that 
our supplies will continue a few years longer than Mr. Jevons has assigned. 





The Bank of England return for the week ending on Wednesday even- 
ing was again unfavourable; consequently, no reduction was made in the minimum 
rate of discount on Thursday. Indeed, considering the very unstable, if not insolvent, 
condition of many of the commercial undertakings which the new financial combina- 
tions have brought into existence during the past few years, and the enormous quan- 
tity of practically worthless securities incladed amongst the items representing the 
fund applicable for dividends, coupled with the fact that every tendency to improvement 
in the market is at once checked by endeavours to indace the public to bear a portion 
of the burden of the losses which the reckless loans must involve, there is littie pro- 
spect of an immediate decline in the rate, although a move in the other direction is 
less improbabl Compared with the return of the previous week the total reserve 
in notes and coin in the banking department again shows a decline of 603,446/., making 
an aggregate decrease within the past month of nearly 3,000,000/. In the Issug 
DEPARTMENT there is shown a decrease in the “ notes issued” of 321,325/., which is re- 
presented by a corresponding decrease in the gold coin and bullion on the other side of 
the account. In the BANKING DEPARTMENT there is shown on the liability side a de- 
crease in the “ public deposits” of 11,5597.; a decrease in the “other deposits” of 
984,2147,; and a decrease in the “seven day and other bills” of 31,594/.=1,027,8671., 
from which must be deducted the decrease in the “ rest” of 17,806/., leaving a total 
decrease on the liability side of 1,009,5617.

Deposits on SHares.—A statement in the prospectus of a joint-stock 
eompany, “ Deposits returned If no allotment made,” does not create a trust in favour 
of subscribers for shares whe have paid deposits to the account of the company, as against 
creditors of the company who seek to attach the moneys standing to the company’s 
banking account, although the company proves abortive and no allotment Is ever made, 
This was the holding of Vice-Chancellor Wood, in the case of Mosely v. Cressey’s Com- 
pany, where a bill had been filed against the company by certain persons who had paid 
deposita on theirapplication for shares. The Vice-Chancellor said, the money when paid 
as deposits became part of the company’s assets; and there were other persons to be 
considered besides the depositors—creditors who had supplied goods to the company 
when registered, trusting to its assets for payment. If they had understood that there 
‘Was no balance at the bankers they would not have supplied thecompany at all. Faith 
was to be kept with them as well as with the persons who helped to get up companies 
in this singular way, in the hopes of large profits, but which generally ended In ruin. 


Votcntary Winpinc-up.—The Lord Chancellor and the Lords Jus- 
tices (setting together on appeal cases) have decided that a company, registered under 
the Joint Stock Companies Act of 1856, need not be re-registered under the Companies 
Act, 1862, in order to be wound-up voluntarily. The Lord Chancellor sald he bad looked 
through the Act of 1862, and though it would not be proper to say of an Act of Parlia- 
ment as Lord Mansfield said of wills, that the Court was often the authorised interpreter 
of nonsense, yet he must say that he feit himself utterly unable to reconcile all the dif- 
ferent clauses. Their Lordships, however, thought that the safest way, on the whole, 
‘was to look to section 176. 

Sates sr Avcrion.—It has been decided by the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council! in the case of Page #. Eduljee, an appeal from the Supreme Court 
of Ceylon, that in certain cases the vendor of goods sold by auction may re-sell without 
rendering himseif liable to an action, as where goods sold are left in the possession of the 
vendor and the purchaser will not remove them and pay the price after receiving express 
notice to that effect. Bat ifbefore actual delivery (and 4 fortiori, if after delivery) the 
vendor re-sells the property while the purchaser Is in default, the re-sale will not authorise 
the parchaser to consider the contract rescinded, so as to entitle him to recover back any 
Geposit of the price, or to resist paying any balance of it which may be still due,

Chenevix, to whom we owe the original analyses of the arseniates of Cornouailies. This 

{ | is found dl f d in small pact masses in a quartzose rock of Cornou- 
Its density has been found to be (approximately only, on account of its being 
much penetrated with its matrix) 3°93, its hardness 4°5. It is opaque, of sombre green 
eolour; its powder is yellowish green, its fracture is chonchoidal. When heated in a 
tabe it decrepitates and gives off water: it becomes of a brown colour after calcination. 
Before the biow-pipe, on charcoal, it readily fuses, giving off arsenical vapours, and 
leaving a black magnetic scoria, with grains of metallic copper. It is readily soluable 
in acids. A new arseniate of zinc was also described by Mr. Friedel, ander the name 
of Adamite, in honour of Mr. Adam, whose rich collection has furnished samples of this 
new mineral. There can be no doubt that, if the same amount of care that has been 
bestowed upon the present number be continued, the periodical will form a very valu- 
able work of reference. 


SurerHeaTeD SteaM.—The tremendous effects of a small quantity of 
water turned suddenly into superheated steam have Jong ago been remarked upon. It 
Was not, however, until lately that an attempt was made to utilise this extraordinary 
power. Mr. E. Danford, of Illinois, United States, has, it is said, succeeded in making 
& powerful machine, of which this is the motive-power. The principle may be illus- 
trated by recalling the circumstance of a foundry roof baving been blown away some 
years ago in the North of England, in consequence of a hollow ball of metal into which 
& smal! quantity of water had made its way having been thrown into a furnace. Mr, 
Danford suspends the bail, which he calls a steam generator, in a farnace, and procures

(Limerick).—The specimens forwarded are ordinary iron py- 
rites, the crystals presenting the interesting form of the pentagonal dodecahedron. 
Their ordinary chemical composition is about 45 per cent. of iron, the rest being sul- 
phur. If found in large quantities it can be worked for the manufacture of sulphur 
or of sulphuric acid, but not for that of iron, As to its being indicative of the occur- 
rence of magnetic or other ores of iron beneath it, is doubtful ; although, from the fact 
of there being the remains of ancient smelting works in the vicinity, there may be 
grounds for presuming that workable iron ores exist near; this, however, could only 
be ascertained by the careful examination of an experienced person.

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PETROLEUM AS STEAM FUEL. 


Reference has from time to time been made in the columns of the Mining 
Journal to an apparatus, invented by Mr. Charles J. Richardson, of Ken- 
sington-square, for burning petroleum, and hydrocarbon oils generally, in 
the generation of steam, and an opportunity is now afforded of examining 
the experimental boiler which has been erected at Woolwich Dockyard, 
in actual operation. In place of the ordinary fire-box and ash-pit, Mr. 
Richardson employs four rectangular chambers, about 3 feet 6 inches in 
length by about 1 foot in width; a perforated fire-door being provided in 
front of each. These rectangular chambers consist of two parts, the lower 
half forming the petroleum trough, and the upper the combustion cham- 
ber. The former is separated from the latter by a porous diaphragm— 
which may be composed of boiler jacketing, moulded carbon, or any other 
similar and suitable material—through which the oil or petroleum perco- 
lates, to be burnt on the upper surface. On Wednesday one of the com- 
partments was idle, the remaining presenting a burner surface—for the 
pores in the diaphragm may be regarded as so many minute gas burners 
—of about 10 square feet, was maintaining steam at 10 lbs. pressure; and 
Mr. Richardson considers that as soon as certain additional modifications, 
which he contemplates, are completed he will be enabled to evaporate 
16 lbs, of water with the pound of petroleum, the average evaporation with 
good anthracite coal being but about 8} Ibs. of water to the pound of coal. 

The boiler does not yet work to Mr. Richardson’s complete satisfaction, 
but he is quite sanguine that the introduction of the steam beyond the 
flame will overcome all remaining difficulties; indeed, he does not hesitate 
to say that if the arrangement which he now contemplates fails, he can 
do no more. On Wednesday the steam was not being used, it having 
been found that its introduction beneath the porous diaphragm had a ten- 
dency to force the oil and vapour over the bridge, and cool the flame 
to a material degree. It appears that the steam was effective in removing 
the smoke nuisance at once, and that the whole of the combustion cham- 
bers, tubes, &c., were instantly filled with an intense white flame, but that 
its low temperature precluded the continued use of the arrangement. ‘To 
prevent the oil being turned out, Mr. Richardson had raised the porous 
material so high front and back that a sufficient air was not supplied the 
flame—this caused the smoke and soot; and he is uncertain, therefore, with 
this defect, whether to blame the steam or not. Mr. Richardson has 
tested coal oil, American petroleum, shale oil, and oil from Trinidad, and 
finds that excellent results can be obtained with each, but that all present 
the difficulty of making an abundance of smoke—variation in quantity being 
the only advantage possessed by one over another. 

As is usual in the case of all new inventions, Mr. Richardson has met 
With difficulties which he had not at all anticipated, and has had to en- 
counter obstacles of the most annoying character, but he congratulates 
himself that they have nearly all now been overcome, the application of 
his extensive chemical and mechanical experience having enabled him 
satisfactorily to mect the difficulties as they presented themselves. The 
discovery of the value of the steam is a new and important phase in con- 
nection with the invention, and one which Mr. Richardson will do well to 
develope; but it is not unlikely that, since he will probably find in practice 
that saturated steam will produce the effects he contemplates quite as 
readily as superheated steam, ultimately even the expense and trouble of 
superheating may be avoided. Mr. Richardson tells us that when the 
steam is mixed with the petroleum vapour the oxygen in the steam ab- 
sorbs the superfluous carbon of the oil, and forms a gas which burns along 
with the hydrogen; or, in other words, that by the improved arrange- 
ments he burns not only carburetted hydrogen, bu: large quantities of car- 
bonic oxide or carbonic acid gas in addition, The economy of such an 











improvement needs no comment, and, when the highly inflammable na- 
ture of both of the last-named gases is considered, the importance of the 
modification is beyond question. With regard to the burning of the car- 
bonic oxide or carbonic acid gas reducing the temperature of the flame, 
we opine that the remedy will at once suggest itself to the inventor—the 
introduction of these gases in a highly heated state into the combustion 
chamber, so as to exclude the cold atmospheric air altogether; indeed, we 
believe that Mr. Richardson proposes to apply a modification of this ar- 
rangement at once. 

With respect to petroleum superseding coal as a steam fuel for land 
engines, Mr. Richardson wishes it to be distinctly understood that he does 
rot contemplate any such a result, but he claims that for marine purposes, 
and especially for steam-vessels trading with countries where petroleum 
or hydro-carbons of a similar nature are produced, his boiler would be 
invaluable. For example, he states that in India and the West Indies 
petroleum could be put on board as cheaply, or more cheaply, than coal, 
and that the go of once-run coal oil is sufficiently low in this country to 
admit of such fuel of the same power as a given quantity of coal being 
shipped as economically, whilst the oil would have the advantage of occu- 
pying considerably less space, of being much more easily handled, and of 
giving infinitely more regular and reliable results, 








Exports oF Raitway Iron.—We called attention recently to the ge- 
neral course taken by the exports of railway iron from the United King- 
dom during the 10 years ending Dec.31, 1865. The Moniteur des Intéréts 
Matériels, commenting on the subject, has the following observations: — 

From these totals it results, evidently, that the exports from England of railway ma- 


terials ure far from following @ continuous progress, but that, on the contrary, they are | 


stationary, and are even retrograding. If we seek for the cause of this anomaly, we 
shall not find it, certainly, in a diminution of the consumption, but in an augmentation 
in the production, Formerly the English had an almos: exclusive monopoly, but there 
have now appeared upon the scene Belgians, Germans, F'renchmen,and Americans, who 
are al) participating in the business done. The result has been that competition has. 
to a great extent, acted as a set-off to the increase in the consumption. Another natu- 
ral effect of competition has been to diminish prices; thus, in 1856, a ton of rallway iron 
cost, according to the figures given, 8/. 16s. 94. per tou, while in 1865 the average price 
had fallen to 87. 4s, per ton. 

We are not altogether to accept as conclusive the remarks of the Belgian 
journalist. He commits, in fact, an important error. He gives the total 
exports of railway iron for 1865 at 400,277 tons; but he either inadver- 
tently or intentionally stops short at Nov. 30, the exports for the whole of 
1865 having been 431,910 tons. The figures for 1864 he gives erroneously 
at 432,551 tons, while they should be 408,215 tons. But for the curtail- 
ment in the exports of railway iron to the United States last year, the re- 
turn for 1865 would have shown a still more considerable increase upon 
1864. At the same time, we are free to admit that there is some truth in 
the general argument of the Belgian writer. 








DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, AND LANCASHIRE. 


Apri 19.—There is no alteration to note in the state of the Iron and 
Coal Trades in North Derbyshire, business for the season being all that 
could be desired, the demand for all qualities of iron being brisk, whilst 
the orders in hand are sufficient to keep the works fully going for a con- 
siderable timetocome. No better indication of the prosperity and stability 
of the extensive works at Staveley can be found than in the fact that the 
shares (602. paid) are at 20/. premium, at which price there are scarcely 
any holders of stock found willing to realise.

Some 
branches of the Sheffield trade are not quite so active as they have been, 
but manufacturers of heavy goods in iron and steel are tolerably well sup- 
plied with orders, Messrs. Brown and Co. (Limited) are turning out large 
quantities of armour-plates for the home as well as foreign Governments, 
and are also doing a good busiaess in steel rails. 
pany’s extensive works at Sheffield and Penistone, they are erecting new 
works at Grimesthorpe, for the still greater development of their rapidly 
increasing trade. Messrs. Cammell and Co. are in a similar state of ac- 
tivity in plates and steel goods. 

A new machine for the making of crucibles for melting steel, &c., has 
just been put down at the Norfolk Works, Sheffield; and so successful 
have the results turned out that several orders have been received for du- 
plicates from some of the leading houses in the steel trade. The makers 
are Messrs. Pigott and Farrar, of Barnsley, and the machines turn out 
with ease, with the aid of seven men, as much as could be done by 30 men 
under the present system by hand. It is needless to say that the machines 
are anything but popular with the men, but there can be little doubt of 
their coming into general use. 

In South Yorkshire the various ironworks are doing about an average 
amount of business, with the exception of those at Elsecar, which for se- 
veral weeks past have been all but stopped. At the ironstone-field on the 
Trent one or two of the furnaces have been put out of blast for repairs, 
but others are nearly ready for being opened, some of which will be the | 
largest erected in the district. A large quantity of ore is being sent per | 
rail to the various ironworks in Yorkshire and Derbyshire, where its supe- | 
riority over that of most others is appreciated. There is a good demand | 
for Silkstone and steam coal, the business doing in the former for London | 
and the South being in excess of that of the first three months of the pre- | 
sent year. For the North of Europe a large tonnage is being sent, via 
Hull and Grimsby, while the home markets are sending in orders freely. 

A New Coat-Courtine Macnaing, patented by Messrs. James Farrar 
and Edwin Booth, has been tested at the Oaks Colliery, Barnsley. There 
were present on the occasion, amorgst others, Mr. Embledon, Wakefield; 
Mr. Potter, Silkstone and Mount Osborne Collieries; Mr. Kell, the Messrs, 
Charlesworth’s collieries; Mr. Irving, Manchester; Mr. Huntriss and Mr. 
Wilson; Mr. Mammott; Mr. Adshead, Silkstone Fall; Mr. Dymond, the 
Oaks; Mr. Booth, Mr. Farrar, &c. Having joined the party, we pro- 
ceeded down the shaft a depth of 284 yards. Some of those who had not 
been in the pit before were surprised to find the engine plane lighted with 
gas as far as the eye could reach, so that a person could almost fancy they 
were in a tolerably well-lighted street. The gas, it appears, oozes out of 
what is generally termed a ‘‘ fault,” and is received into a kind of retort, 
so that what otherwise would be a serious inconvenience is made to ad 
to the safety and easier working of the colliery. After traversing some 
400 or 500 yards we came to the place where the machine was at work, 
and where there was a sharp and clean cut, about 16 inches through the 
coal, the slot cut being 14 inches wide, showing that little or no waste was 
made. The machine itself is not unlike some previously introduced, being 
worked by compressed air, the slotting tool or cutter being forced to an 
fro, by which a constant action is kept on the face of the coal. The slot- 
ting tool can be made to any Jength, the one used on the occasion being 
15 inches long. In addition to the slotting tool there is an sir-cylinder, 
fixed in the top of the machine, on which a steadier is fixed, worked by a 
piston and rod, with a roller to slide on the roof of the mine, by which any 
unevenness there is compensated for by the action of the piston in the vertical 
cylinder. This has also the effect of keeping the machine perfectly steady 
during the act of cutting. At present the machine is made to cut horizon- 
tally only, but Mr. Farrar is engaged in making one to work both hori- 
zontally and vertically, and it is expected that in thecourse of a few weeks 
it will be ready for testing. As usualin preliminary trials, some little de- 
rangement of the machine occurred, so that its power could not be satis- 
factorily brought out. Several suggestions were made by Mr. Embledon, 
Mr. Potter, and other gentlemen, which evidently had weight with the 
patentees, and it is not unlikely that the new machine will be a consider- 


able improvement on the one exhibited, and as such will be found to meet | 


the requirements of our coalmasters, who take a deep interest in all that 
relates to the easiest and safest mode of getting coal. After partaking of 
a cold collation at the bottom, the party went round the workings, visiting 
the extensive stables, and then ascended to the top. 

The advantages of compressed air in lieu of steam in collieries is begin- 
ning to be appreciated in the district, Messrs. Pigott and Farrar, of Barns- 
ley, are now engaged in making several pairs of underground engines for 
working pumps in dip workings and winding up inclines, one great advan- 
tage being that the air can be exhausted in any part of the mine, whilst 
steam is in every case objectionable. 

In the Cleveland district the makers of pig-iron are kept fully going, 
the shipments just now being large. There isa fair business doing in plates, as well as 
for pipes of nearly all qualities. A new ironstone field is about to be opened out in the 
North Riding, which promises to be of considerable extent, and is to be worked, it is 
understood, by a London capitalist. 

Shipments are on the increase for the port of Liverpool, and as the sea~

son advances the demand for steam coal will visibly increase. For Wigan Cannel there 

is a good enquiry, both for home requirements and for exportation. The various iron- 
| works in the neighbourhood of Manchester and Bolton are kept fully going, and the 

same activity which has characterised them for a considerable time past is likely to be 
| maintained. 

As a proof of the interest taken by employers in the welfare of their 
| workpeople, it is worthy of mentioning that with regard to the Sunday Schools erected 
| by Mr. J. Brown in connection with his works, it was stated at the anniversary, on 
| Monday last, that the scholars and teachers numbered 1100, and that numerous appli- 

cations to be admitted have been refused, owing toa want of accommodation. New 
schools, however, are to be erected, attached to the church to be built by Mr. Brown 
near to the works, where ample accommodation will be provided. 

The Staveley Coal and Iron Company are raising above 1000 tons per 
| day from their Seymour Pit, and if the produetion could be doubled or trebled they 
would find a ready market for all they could produce. The production of the Derby- 
| shire deep or black shale coal will be considerably increased during the present year by 
| the opening of several new collieries, the principal one being that at Morton, belonging 

to the Clay Cross Company, which will be putting out a large quantity of coal during 
the present year, which, coupied with the out-put at Clay Cross, will make the united 
| production of this company amount to an enormous tonnage annually, Mr. Houlds- 
| worth, of Clay Cross, is proceeding satisfactorily with his new colliery at Pilsley, but 
he has a great depth to sink to get to the deepcoal. He will have facilities for the 
| exit of his coal by railway, and as the black shale is known to be of admirable qua- 
| lity in this neighbourhood, there will be a ready market for the same. There are 
| other works in course of construction, but they cannot be expected to be in a productive 
position until the end of the year. 

We regret that we last week inadvertantly fell into an error in stating 
that the Chancery case in which Mr. Rangeley, of Unstone, and Mr. Brown, of Chester- 
field, were concerned, had been settled by the Court of Chancery.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


| Gtascow, Aprit 18,—The market for Pig-Iron has been active and 
excited this week, on account of the number of contracts which are sup- 
| posed to have reached maturity, and if the week closes without something 
| unusual happening it will disappoint a few. ‘There is this fact, however, 
| to be borne in mind, that the ‘‘ clique” keep their own secrets closely, 
| and hence it is difficult to get at the real state of the case. We hear that 
| the English operators, rather than allow their dupes to go into the 
Gazette, are disposed to let them off, after having got the uttermost far- 
thing from them which they can stand. Thus the real extent of their 
| transactions, and the loss which their operations may entail, may be kept 
'a secret for months or years to come. The shipments last week were 
| 10,570 tons, against 18,496 tons last year, which makes the total exports 
to date 154,552 tons, leaving a decrease of 26,044 tons. During the 
week the market fluctuated from 76s. 6d. to 80s. 3d. cash; to-day it has 
been very irregular, 80s. being paid early, then as low as 78s, 3d. taken, 
| but closed very strong with buyers at 79s. Gd. cash; sellers, 79s. 9d. to 
| 79s. 104d. The demand for Manufactured Iron is not very pressing, and 
| the first and second class makers occupy the same relative positions as 
formerly, the former getting the greatest share of the orders offering. 
Cast-Iron work is not in great demand, although the founders are fairly 
|employed. Coals for shipment are beginning to accumulate at the ports, 
and there is a great chance that the miners will have to relinquish part of 
| the forced pay which they have just succeeded in getting under pressure. 
There are numerous meetings held in the mining districts, but without 
| much effect; 5s. 6d. a day is paid in this district for a day’s work of eight 
| hours, and, as a consequeuce, we are getting less than the usual amount 
of shipping orders. ‘The coalmasters will now have an opportunity of 
| arranging matters with their men. ‘The shipments from the Scotch ports 
for the week are very much under those of last year, 13,920 tons being the 
amount, against 22,571 tons in the similar week of last year. The Messrs, 
| Wilson, coalmasters, of Glasgow and Airdrie, have leased all the coal in 
the lands of East and West Showgill, and in the two northernmost fields 
of the lands of Brownlee, in the parish of Carlake. A discovery of a 
| seam of musselband in Fennington Pit, near Wishaw, and belonging to 
| Lord Belhaven, may lead his lordship to erect an oilwork on the grounds. 
| In the Iron Trade there is a disorganising agitation being carried on 
for higher wages and shorter hours of labour. In the engineering trade 
this is especially the case; their object seems to be not so much to get 
| their hours of labour shortened, as to compel the exployers to give them 
| a greater number of over hours, as these are paid at an enhanced rate. 
| The folly of driving trade from this country by such a course is not seen 
| by those who practise it; it is time they were undeceived, and the stupidity 
| of the course they are pursuing made apparent. If once our engineering 
| trade leaves us, it will take many a weary day before it returns, and the 
very men who are helping it away may have to eat the bread of idleness. 
| Boilermakers, mechanics, ironfounders, rivetters, all are equally helpful 
|in driving trade to other countries which were peculiar to this for half 
| @ century. 
| This afternoon there was offered to public competition, at the reduced 
| upset price of 2000/., the lease of the mines, and others therein specified, in, under, and

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Aprit 19.—The state of coal mine enterprise here was never more ani- 
mated than at present; the general advance in the value of the produce of 
these mines has, of course, greatly increased the value ofall good mines, 
|and many placed in the second-class, and which previous to the rise 
alluded to had only a sort of languishing existence, are now being prose- 
cuted with spirit, with the prospect of realising fair profits. Small coal, 
commonly called “ slack” ir the southern district, which in the memory 
of living persons was consumed at the pit’s mouth and entirely lost, is 
now sold at a good price. As much as 8s. per ton has been recently paid 
for this articles, delivered to factories on the Wear. 

The deep winning at Ryhope, near Sunderland, has so far proved a most 
| decided and great success, without any drawback or adverse occurrence. 
| The first shaft sunk at this place has been producing a large quantity of 
| excellent coal for a few years, and the second shaft, after some delay, has 
| now been got through the formidable sand met with here. All the feeders 
_ of water have also been tubbed back, and ths sinking through the lower 
| strata, to the valuable beds of coal underneath, is now expected to proceed 
| rapidly, and without interruption, this lower stratum being almost entirely 
| destitute of water; at any rate, the quantity met with is quite trifling. 
| All the pumps, engines, &c., used in lifting the water during the dif- 

ficult operations carried on here are shortly to be sold, and, as we have 
remarked, the sinking to the coal seams will be prosecuted with all speed. 
The same company, with some additional partners, have arranged to com- 
menge, at an early date, a most important winning for coal closely ad- 
jacent to the South Docks at Sunderland, where two very large shafts are 
to be commenced immediately. This enterprise will be of the greatest 
importance, not only to the adventurers, but also the coal district generally, 
as it is intended that the bulk of the coal brought to those shafts is to be 
| got under the bed of the German Ocean, and it will, therefore, be to a 
certain extent an experiment, and it will furnish some data which may 
assist to solve the difficult question as to the quantity of coal likely to be 
got under the bed of the sea on the costs of Durham and Northumberland. 

A new “ winning ” of much importance is also shortly to be commenced 
at Silksworth, near Sunderland, by the firm of which Lord Seaham is 
the head (late the Marchioness of Londonderry), and it is also reported 
| that sinkings are to be commenced for the purpose of winning the large 
| tract of coal underneath the Hylton Estate, on the north side of the Wear. 

Another batch of Cornish miners has been brought to the Lambton 
Collieries during the last week; this last corps, numbering 180 men, mak- 
| ing, with the former draft of 80,no less than 260 men, and it is expected 
| that more are shortly to follow, so that a Cornish colony will soon be 
| formed on the Wear equal in numbers to that at Cramlington, on the Tyne. 
A boiler explosion took place at the Netherton Colliery, on Tuesday, 
by which a fireman was killed, The cause of this explosion appears to be inexplicable, 
the boiler was almost a new one, of the best constraction and materials, having only 
been in use about five years, and previous to the explosion no defect or faiJure was no- 


ticed. It also appears to be admitted that the boiler was properly supplied with water. 
| An inquest was held en the body of the man killed (Jos. Cooke), on Thursday, when 


fhe epgigees deposed to the fapta stated above, aud most important evidence was gives 
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by William Bawden, of Manchester, assistant-engineer of the Boller Insurance and 
Steam-Power Company. He said he had examined the boiler since the explosion, and 
there was no corrosion ; he had arrived at the conclusion that the rupture had taken 
place at the first circular seam on the front over the fire. This rupture had gradually 
expanded until the boiler had burst; this rupture could not have been detected by the 
naked eye, but could have been detected only by the hydraulic test. It transpired also 
that Mr. Bawden had examined this boiler in January last, and reported it as in good 
working order. The jury returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death.” it has been in 


agitation in this district for some time that all boilers should be subjected to the hy- | 


draulic test at stated periods, but no decision hasjyet been arrived at on this very im- 
portant and intricate subject. ;

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Aprit 19,—The Iron Trade presents nochange. There is a fair though 
not an active demand for manufactured iron. Pig Iron has generally been 
sold for some time to come, and those who avoided buying in hope of a 
fall will be disappointed. ‘The Hardware Trades are very prosperous. 
The United States demand continues large, the orders for the East Indies 
and China are gradually increasing, and the Irish market is doing rather 
more. Australia is not ordering very freely, and there is decided stagna- 
tlon at the Cape of Good Hope. 

There is a good deal of trouble in North Stafforshire with the workmen. 
A strike at a colliery at Tunstall has lasted nearly six months; the Asso- 
ciation of Masters compensating proprietors, the men’s union sustaining 
those on strike. In South Staffordshire the men are working steadily. 

A person is visiting this district from New Orleans, who wishes to place 
a contract for 11,000 tons of rails. This will probably prove only the 
prelude to orders to replace the worn-out rails of the Southern States. 

Two successive cases of explosion at a blast-furnace at the Grovelands 
Ironworks, near Dudley, causing the loss of several lives, were recently 
noticed. On Saturday a simliar occurrence at the furnaces of Mr. Thos. 
Turley, Deepfields, near Bilston, cansed the deaths of three men. Readers 
of the Mining Journal are aware that the blast, by means of which the 
high temperature is maintained which is necessary to smelt iron, is con- 
veyed into the furnace by conical cylinders called tuyeres, which are con- 
structed with a space between the inner and outer surfaces through which 
water circulates, by which means the tuyere itself is preventing from at- 
taining a melting heat. An explosion is the result of the bursting or 
melting of one of these tuyeres, which permitting the water to flow into 
the molten iron, its particles are instantaneously expanded into steam, and 
the expansive force causes the liquid iron to rush out, by forcing open the 
closed aperture, in a burning shower. 

In the present case, the deceased, Thomas Snape, John Gardner, and 
Joseph Swift, were in front of the furnace when the explosion took place, and it was 
clearly shown that Snape, the keeper of the furnace, who was only 19 years old, ne- 
glected to tap the furnace as he should have done, and had actually stopped up the 
notch which showed how high the iron was rising. From the statement made by 
Snape after the accident, it would seem that he and another man, named Williams, were 
all talking together for sometime before the explosion, about getting ale at a cheap 
price, and preparations were made for buying it. At half-past eight the furnace was 
about to be tapped, when the contents having risen up to one of the tuyeres, and burot 
off the ring, the water which revolves inside the tuyere escaped into the furnace and 
generated steam, which exploded, blew out the front of the furnace, belching after it 
the whole contents of the furnace to the weight of, perhaps,8 tons. Gardner was thrown 
down,and covered with the metal and scoria,and when he was raked out wasa biackened 
cinder. Snape leaped into the canal,and then ran home, a distance of about 44 mile, 
his clothes ai! burnt off, and suffering great pain. The third man (Swift) was carried 
to the South Staffordshire Hospital, in Wolverhampton, and died there on the follow- 
ing day. A rather singular piece of evidence was given at the inquest by Thomas 
Williams, who was employed to fire at the blast. He said: “ I had noticed the forepart 
of the furnace move, and I made for my own furnace, just saving myself. The deceased 
Snape, had he been a capable man, would have had his iron out an hour-and-a-half 
sooner. I think that, because I saw that the iron was over the ‘ notch ;’ but I did not 
speak for fear they should think I was a man to interfere with their work. The ma- 
nager ig not to blame. The iron not being tapped at the proper time would rise tothe 
tuyers,and melt them.—By a Jaror: I saw that the ‘notch’ was stopped in. The 
tuyere burst. The stopping up of the ‘notch’ would cause the iron to rise to the tuyere 
if the furnace was very full. Snape was not a practised hand, but many persons become 
keepers at 19.” The coroner asked him if it would not be better to have 20 cross words 
rather than that men should be killed? 

John Trow, the farnace manager, said—** We tap No.1 furnace every eight hours. It 
had been ran out about 2 o’clock that day, and at the time of the explosion the furnace 
was ready for tapping. I regulate the time for running out; but I have always toid 
the keeper to tap when the furnace was ready, even if I was not there. The cause of 
the explosion, I think, can only be from the fault of the farnace-keeper. I consider that 
the cinder rose to the tayere, which was almost a new one, put in on Friday, and was 
of the same class as those previously supplied to Snape. If Snape had attended to his 
daties,and had tapped when he found that the water was beginning to get warm, I think 
the accident might have been prevented.” The jary returned a verdict of * Accidental 
Death,” and they thought that Trow,as furnace manager, should have exercised greater 
diseretion when he had so young a man as Keeper, and that he should have seen that the 
furnace was tapped when the blast was ready, and not have had a specific time for every 
heat, for Snape, no doubt, literally obeyed the rule that the furnace should not be tapped 
until eight hours bad expired. It was quite evident that Snape thought he had done 
his work properly, or he would not have stood in front of the furnace so long after the 
usual time for tapping. The coroner said that for the way in which Trow gave his evi- 
dence, be did not appear to be competent for his position. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Arnrit 19.—The Iron Trade of South Wales is in about the same po- 
sition as reported last week; and, although orders are coming in a little 
more freely from a few of :he markets, still they fall short of what was 
expected towards the close of last quarter. Nevertheless, makers possess 
confidence that matters will materially improve as the present quarter 
advances, and they look forward to a good summer’s business. The non- 
success of so many railway schemes this session before the parliamentary 
committees, and the withdrawal of others, have affected the home market, 
but it is well known that there are a good maay contracts in the hands 
of buyers, and these are held back principally in consequence of the state 
of the money market. Should there bea reduction in the rate of dis- 
count, which it is expected will take place before long, merchants will 
give out more freely. There cannot be any doubt of this, because it would 
be bad policy on their part to hold back for easier terms, which there is 
not the slightest chance of their obtaining for some time tocome. Busi- 
ness with America remains in the same quiet state as noticed in last re- 
port; and; as to what will be the future of the trade with the States it 
is impossible to say; but the general opinion is that the discordant ele- 
ments will shortly disappear with regard to the much-vexed question of 
reconstruction, and that the American Iron and Steel Association will not 
be able to induce the Government to add to the present high import du- 
ties. Some good colonial orders are in the markets, and trade with Canada 
shows an improvement. ‘The continental markets are taking about the 
usual quantities. It is somewhat difficult to get orders for pig-iron placed, 
unless at full quotations, and subject to any change in the markets, as 
makers are so heavily sold. In Tin-Plates there is a tolerably fair de- 
mand for charcoal, but the enquiry for other qualities has fallen off. 
Steam coal proprietors are well off for orders, and every branch of the trade 
evinces a large amount of activity. Considerable quantities are exported, 
and transactions with the metropolitan markets aud Birkenhead continue 
to increase. The consumption of house coal is hardly up to the average. 

On Monday the Newport section of the Newport, Merthyr, and Brecon 
Rallway was opened for general traffic to Rhymney, and the whole of the works are in 
such a forward state that it is expected the line throughout will be opened in a short 
time, This is one of the links to the network of railways projected by Mr. Savin, and 
wiil be the means of greatly developing the mineral resources of the district. When 
completed it will be the most direct route to Liverpool, Manchester, and the North of 
England ; and as the various fron and coal works of the district through which it passes 
will be attached to it by branches, there cannot be the slightest doubt bat that the 
traffic will amply repay for the large outlay made in its construction. 

Notwithstanding the determined opposition offered by the Aberdare 
Central and the Vale of Neath Railway Companies to the Aberdare Northern Railway 
Bill, it bas successfully passed standing orders. The object of this project is also to con- 
mect the extensive steam coal beds of the Aberdare and Rhondda Valleys by a direct 
route with Birkenhead, Liverpool, and the manufactaring hives of industry in Lancashire. 

There is a rumour that a movement is on foot among the colliers in some 
portions of the district for an advance in wages. Hitherto the greatest confidence has 
existed between the employers and men, and It is to be hoped that the rumour will tarn 
out to be a canard, for the sake of all parties. It is true that the coal trade at present 
is brisk, and is likely to continue so, but according to the price coal realises the wages 
paid are very good. Should there be any truth in the rumour, the men would do well 
to seriously consider the matter ere by a foolish step they impede the trade of the | 
Gistrict, and bring ruin upon themselves and thetr families. } 

Much regret is felt throughout the district for Mr. Scott Russell, the | 
eminent tron shipbulider of Cardiff, who, through untoward circumstances, has been 
compelied to hand over his extensive iron shipbuilding establishment to his creditors, | 
who intend carrying the works on under inspection. The yard affords employment 
to a large number of artizans, and the iron ships which Mr. Russell has launched are 
noted for the skill displayed in their constraction, and their exceilent sea-going qualities. 

The arrivals at Swansea inclade—The Cito, from Kragero, with 355

Emery SupExsEDED—ImpPorTANT INVENTION. -— Various have been 
the inventions proposed for the utilisation of the mountains of slag which 
are to be found surrounding all old-established ironworks, and which, by 
their continued accumulation, are a source of great annoyance to proprie- 
tors, as it not unfrequently happens they have to lay out large sums of 
money in the purchase of additional land. To utilise this slag has been 
the aim of many an inventive genius, but as yet the projects started have never been 
carried out to any great extent. We have, however, now before us a most important 
invention to accomplish this desirable object, in a patent brought forward by Messrs. 
Bond, Bussell, and Fisher, of Newport and Tredegar, Monmouthshire, by which the 
refuse material can be turned to profitable account in substituting it foremery. The 
inventors have discovered that slag possesses all the properties of emery, and by their 
process they make {t even saperior to emery for polishing steel, iron, brass, copper, and 
other metals. It is well known that the cost incurred in importing emery to this

In this paper the author described the geological position of the Brown Cannel or Pe. 
troleum Coal of Colley Creek, Liverpool Plains. From an examination of the rocks, he 
stated that he had been able to determine that this Cannel is below the coal seams 
worked in the Newcastle coal fleld. It appeared to form the very base of the coal meg. 
sures, and to be in such close contact with the Porphyries that these latter seemed mixed 
up with the lower portion of the Cannel coal. There are two parallel seams of workable 
thickness, which are tilted at a high angle, and run northand south. In appearance the 
specimens are identical with the Brown Cannels from Hartley, and are but little different 
ftom the Boghead coal of Scotland. At Scone, near the Kingdon Ponds, a section wag 
noticed in which the marine fossiliferous bed is proved to overlie the coal seams, affording 
—as the author remarks—conclusive testimony as to the high antiquity of the coal beds,

THE PORTUGUESE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION—No. II. 
BY CHARLES B. KING, C.E. 

The general programme and classification of the varivus objects was 
similar to that adopted in our own Exhibitions, and commissions and com- 
missioners were severally appointed to represent foreign countries. France 
entered into this with great spirit, and an Imperial Commission was ap- | 
pointed, resulting in a considerable: amount of success in the French de- | 
partment. Our own country was represented at home by Mr. P. L. Sim- 
monds, and in Oporto by Mr. A. J. Shore, who worked indefatigably in 
arranging and attending to the interests of exhibitors in the English de- | 
partment: the various foreign consuls residing in Oporto undertaking in 
a great measure the representation of their several countries. The ap- 
pointment of the various jurors, to whomsoever entrusted, was open to 
grave animadversion, showing a disregard of the general principle adopted | 
that they, or the firms they represented, should be debarred from receiving 
in any way or shape a prize medal; this caused of itself dissatisfaction, being 
fraught with evils which have been avoided in other International Exhibi- 
tions. Again, in many instances, the apportionment of the subject matter 
upon which some jurors were called to adjudicate was unsatisfactory, as 
in one instance, that of the machinery department, jurors were positively 
incompetent to deal with the question in hand, rendering their awards of 
little or no comparative value, and subjects both themselves and their 
awards to considerable criticism, as I find that in one case the medal of 
honour, being the highest prize in the department, was awarded, not for the 
excellence of design or workmanship exhibited, but principally for the 
importance of their establishment for iron founding and machinery. Were 
this argument pressed to its extreme it would end in what mathematiciaas 
call the reductio ad absurdum, and would afford no sma!l manufacturer 
the slightest encouragement to pay that attention to the finish and fit 
which are the desideratum of ordinary machine work, and as this came 
immediately under my cognizance, I am enabled to speak from personal 
knowledge, and can only hope that other jurors were more successful in 
their departments, although rumours to the same effect reached me in one 
or two instances. 

Turning, however, to the contents of the building itself, the French un- 
questionably excelled the show of every other country, on account of the 
great number and voluminous nature of the articles exposed. On the im-

Respecting the Colley Creek Cannel des 
scribed in the previous paper, Mr. Clarke observed that he saw no porphyry nezr it, but 
that a seam or mass of the Cannel, which here contains numerous scarcely rounded 
grains of quartz, was passed through in the midst of a series of layers of black, partly 
unctuous clay, which also contained many similiar quartz grains ; these grains gave to 


| the clay a porphyritic aspect, so that by sight alone one might be led to consider them 


a decomposed porphyry. The chief conclusions at which the author arrived were (1) 
that, with the exception of the Stoney Creek Cannel, all the ofl-producing deposits occur 
in the Upper Coal Measures, and that the Cannel of Stony Creek, on the River Hunter, 
occurs in the Lower Coal Measures, which are above the Lower Marine beds with Trilo. 
bites, below which again are numerous fossiliferous beds before the porphyry 1s reached ; 
and (2) that the Cannel belongs to beds in which Glossopteris occurs, and, therefore, 
may be a slight additional evidence of their antiquity, as it is an analogue of the “ Bog 
Head” Cannel of Scotland. 


8.—‘ Remarks on the Copper Mines of the State of Michigan,” by H, 


Bauerman, F'.G.S. 

The author described briefly the different conditions under which native copper ig 
found in the trappean belt of the Upper Peninsula of Michigan, on Lake Superior. The 
district in question isa narrow strip of ground about 140 miles long, and from 2 to6 miles 
in breadth, made up of alternations of compact and vesicular traps, with subordinate beds 
of columnar and crystalline greenstones, conformably interbedded with sandstones and 
conglomerates. Three different classes of deposits are known—transverse or fissure 
lodes in the northern district, cupriferous amygdaloids and conglomerates following the 
strike in the central or Portage district, and irregular concretionary lodes also parallel 
to the bedding, in the southern or Antonagon district. In the fissure veins copper occurs 
either spotted through the vein stuff, or concentrated in comparatively smooth plates, 
or lenticular masses, of all sizes up to 500 tons. Inthe Antonagon lodes the mases are 
also large, but of much more trregular forms. In the Portage district,on the other hand, 
only small massee are found, the great production of the mines of this region being derived 
from the finely divided spots and grains interspersed through the amygdaloids and con- 
glomerates. After giving details of the phenomena observed in the lodes of particular 
mines, and a list of the principal alternations of minerals, chiefly zeolites with quartz, 
native copper, and calcite, the latter mineral being both newer and older than the cop- 
per, the author proceeded to notice the various hypotheses that may be framed for elu- 
cidating the occurrence of native copper in the Lake Superior traps. Two principal 
sources were indicated, the first on the supposition that protoxide of copper may have 
originally formed part of the felspathic component of the trap, or that the same rock 
may have contained sulphuretted compounds of copper mechanically intermixed; while 
according to the second view the overlying sandstones may have contained smal! quan- 
titles of copper-bearing minerals in a similar manner to the Kupferschiefer and other 
Permian and Triassic rocks in Europe. Supposing the trappean rocks to have been per- 
colated by solutions carrying the products of thealteration of such minerals, it was sug- 
gested that the redaction tothe metallic state was mainly produced by the action of 
substances containing protoxides of iron, which by higher oxydation have given =

causes producing the metalliferous deposits in the trap were stated to have evidently 
acted throughout the whole system, and the absence of copper from the compact beds is

AURIFEROUS ORES, AND SODIUM AMALGAM. 


An interesting series of experiments with sodium amalgam in the treat- 
ment of auriferous ores has been conducted under the superintendence of 
Prof. Silliman, and the results obtained have been highly satisfactory. 
He states that having at his disposal a considerable quantity of California 
gold quartz from a mine in Calaveras county, he proposed to Mr. Wurtz 
to subject these ores to his method of amalgamation, under conditions sub- 
ject to control, both as expressing the actual value of the material experi- 
mented on, as well as giving the value of the results and the loss in the 
process. The crushing and grinding was effected in the apparatus of Mr. M. B. Dodge, 
of New York, which doing its work dry gives unusual facilities for exactness. The 
details obtained in these experiments as to the degree of comminution reached by this 
apparatos have been very carefully worked out, but are reserved for a future communi- 
cation, having no bearing on the subject now before us, although believed to be of value 
to the art of ore-dressing. 

After detailing the several experiments which were actually concluded, Prof. Silliman 
continues that the experiments are still in progress, but the resulta show that with 
unaided mercury the gold saved is less than 60 per cent. of the whole quantity of gold 
known to be present. In one experiment less than 40 per cent. was saved, while by the 
ald of the amalgam of sodium the saving is increased to 80 per cent., or 80°3 per cent., 
or an increase of more than 20 per cent., leading to the reasonable expectation that in 
the large way at least 80 per cent. of the gold present in a given case may be saved, and 
in many cases, where the gold is coarse and free, that even better results than this may 
be attained. The first experiment detailed in which a different amalgamating appara- 
tus was used gave results surprisingly close. He does not think the barrel as good & 
form of apparatus for this description of amalgamation as some one of the numerous 
forms of pan now in uge. It was employed in these experiments simply because it was 
a convenient means of treating small quantities of ore in making comparative experi- 
ments, Experiments in California, under his direction, have been set on foot upon a 
scale of magnitade adequate to test the value of this discovery in the metallurgy of gold 
in a satisfactory manner, the results of which may now be hooked for at no distant day. 

With regard to the mode in which the sodium acts, Prof. Silliman remarks that the 
action of the sodium in this case appears to bein a manner electrical, by placing the 
mercury in a highly electro-positive condition towards the electro-negative gold, seem- 
ing to give some reason for the term magnetic amalgam, adopted by Mr. Wurtz as the 
trade-mark of the alloy. The quantity of sodium is entirely too small to allow of se 
supposition that it acts by its chemical affinities, It is well known to chemists tha’

Rock Driiiinc Macainery.—An improved drilling machine has been 
invented by Mr. G. A. Gardner, of New York. The machineis very com- 
pact, measuring, independent of supporting column, &c., 30 in. in length by 
12 in. in breadth and depth, and weighing less than 2} cwt.; one man can 
move and adjust it to the work. The supporting colamn is held firmly in place by set- 
ting out the jack-screw, and thus bracing it between the top and bottom of the tunnel, 
or the sides of the shaft, and the machines are raised and lowered by a gear working in 
the rack on side of colamn, while the attachments to the column form a universal! joint, 
and allow the machines to work at any angle. They are automatic; one engineer can 
attend to a gang of four or five, working on the same face. Six of them can be worked 
in a heading 44% by 6 ft., and in a shaft 6 ft. by 12 ft. eight of them can be worked at 
once.

There are two shafts sunk—the 
one an air-shaft, 150 ft. deep, and the other a coal-shaft, 12 ft. diameter, down 221 feet. 
Tne latter is within a few yards of the furnace, and from it, when completed, coals will 
be obtainable at a trifling cost. Paddling-furnaces and rolling-mills for the manufac- 
tare of boiler-plate, sheet, and bar-iron, are being erected, and will be completed and ready 
for work very shortly. It is intended to build two more blast-furnaces, to extend the 
iron foundry, and to construct more powerful machinery in connection with the rolling- 
mills, for the manufacture of railway bars, and plates for shipbuilding. ‘The establish- 
ment of these works has already (drawn a considerable population, and their extension 
will necessarily lead to the growth of a large town around them. Some small portions 
of the surface-right of the property have already been sold, at rates varying from 300/, 
to 5007. per acre. 








THE TIN-PLATE TRADE. 


The manufacture of tin-plates has now become one of the staple trades 
of the Swansea and Neath districts. Considering the magnitude of the 
various works engaged in that branch, it is surprising that so little notice 
has been taken of the ups and downs by the various papers circulated in 
the above districts. No doubt the depression consequent upon the Ame- 
rican dispute caused, in a measure, so little attention to be called thereto. 
Since the termination of that unhappy conflict, quite a stimulus has been given to the 
tin-plate manufacture by the somewhat sudden large demand from that quarter, causing 
the makers to be put on their mettle to execute the orders flowing in from all quarters, 
especially owing to the orders already on their books, and their not expecting such a 
sudden cessation of the conflict, nor that the demand would spring up so rapidly. Now, 
however, they are in a position to reap the golden harvest that is before them, which 
will, doubtless, more than compensate for the past gloomy times. To show the silent 
progress of the trade, we annex an account of the declared value of exports, which will 
give a better idea of the magnitue and importance of the tin-plate manufacture :—

The year 1866 will, doubtless, exhibit the largest amount ever sent to foreign countries, 
and, what is satisfactory, will allow the manufacturer a good profit. Whether the new 
works in course of erection will have any effect on the market cannot at present be cal- 
colated. The next question is, What becomes of the tin-plates ?—that is, Who are our 
chief consumers? We have already stated that, owing tothe cessation of the American 
conflict, the trade has taken a sudden spurt; it, therefore, becomes obvious that the 
United States are the best consumers for that article, as the following list will exem- 
plify :—In 1859 the declared value of tin-plates exported to the United States amounted 
to 1,095,792/., equal to 7044 per cent. of the whole exported ; in 1860, 1,018,536/,, equal 
to 664% per cent.; in 1861, 417,360/., or 46 per cent. only; in 1862, 688,2011., or 5634 
per cent.; in 1863, 746,454/, or 57 per cent.; in 1864, 658,218/., or about 5214 per cent. 
It will be seen from the above list that, while our American trade in tin-plates was 
on the decrease, an impetus had been given in other directions, such as France, Italy, 
Spain, Brazil, Portugal, &c. In 1859 France took 23,680/, worth ; in 1863 it reached 
59,3261. China took from 12,000/. in 1859 to 26,0007. in 1863: other markets have 
likewise been opened, The total weight of exports in 1863 amounted to 1,115,927 cwts., 
which is equal to thesame number of ordinary boxes of lewt. In 1864 the weight had 
decreased to 1,002,947 cwts. It may, perhaps, prove interesting if we give some of the 
principal places to which tin-plates are exported, taking the year 1864 as our guide :—

ImporTANT Decision UNDER THE Companies Act, 1862—BritisH 
Union Assurance Company.—As this case the Master of the Rolls held 
that the majority of three-fourths, required by Sec. 51 of the Companies 
Act, 1862, to pass a special resolution, must be a majority of three-fourths 
of those present at the meeting, not those voting. The shareholders not 
Voting are considered as voting against the resolution. 


Mining Law.—An action was brought in the Court of Queen’s Bench 
y five miners against William Chappell, a mine agent, to recover the sum 
of 227. 10s. for work and labour done in Great Wheal Metal Mine, in the 
parish of Breage. The proceedings were remitted to the Truro County 
Court by order of a Judge in the Chambers, and {t came on for hearing in this Court 
some months since, when the plaintiffs were nonsuited., A new trial having been granted, 
the case again came on for hearing on Monday.—Mr. Jenkins, of Penryn, appeared for 
the plaintiffs; Mr. Marrack for defendant.— Numerous witnesses proved thatthe work had 
deen done, but all admitted that the bargains in respect of which the cause of action arose 
had been set by defendant in the way usual in Cornish mines.—Mr. Marrack submitted, 
in defence, that the plaintiffs had mistaken their remedy in suing the agent, inasmach 
4s the mine in which the work was done was conducted on the limited lability prin- 
Cple, having been so incorporated in September, 1864, and, consequently, the company 
only was liable.—The Judge intimated that the defendant ought to have disclosed his 
principals at the time the bargain was set, but Mr. Marrack contended that, according 
tothe custom of the county, agents were never held to be liable for bargains set, even 
Where the mine was conducted on the Cost-book System; and in the present case the 
fact of the mine being worked by a limited company, and so registered, was notice to all 
the world; and the plaintiffs, consequently,could not recover damages against the pre- 
Sent defendant.—Mr. Jenkins replied, and quoted Thomas v. Davenport, 9 B. and C., 
P. 78, in support of his view, that the defendant was personally liable.—The case being 
of importance, and other claims depending on its issue, the Judge took time to consider, 


Reese River Sirver Mining Company.—A motion was made before 
Vice-Chancellor Wood yesterday to restrain the directors from bringing an action against 
Mr. Smith for the recovery of a call on his shares in the company. The ground of the 
Motion was that the prospectus which induced the plaintiff to apply for shares repre- 
sented that the directors had contracted for the purchase of 50 acres of land belonging 
toa Mr, Jones, which contained several valuable veins, some of which were in full ope- 


ration and making large datiy returns, and that Mr. Jones had amassed a large fortune. 
As evidence of his faith in the prosperity of the company, it was stated that he had 

to take his purchase money in paid-up shares. Upon enqairy {t was found, as was alleged, 
that the property of Mr, Jones was almost valueless. Mr. Rolt and Mr, Eddis appeared 
for the plaintiff, and Mr. Roxburgh and Mr, Buchanan for the company, The Vice- 
Chancellor granted an injunction.

Great WHeAL Vor.—Wheal Metal holds on bravely, and creeping 
into more tin ground, Nine points value, in the aggregate, at the present low price of 
tin, 5762. per fathom, or 641. per fathom average, The returns are maintained at 70 tons 
per month, with good prospects before them.
